PARIS, March 12. 
“ We have 
reached a crisis in the affairs of the 
world," said Secretary Lansing at a 
banquet given tonight by the inter­ 
allied press club in honor of the 
American peace commissioners. Mr. j 
Lansing declared emphatically that 
the allies must feed Germany and 
open foreign markets to them if t h e 1 
dangers of bolshevism are to’ be 
avoided. 
"You may (fenland repara­ 
tion as much as you please," he 
said, “but unless Germany is fur­ 
nished materials for industry and 
commercial opportunity and unless 
laborers have food. 
Germany 
can 
never pay, even iti pail, for the evil 
she has done.” 
Lansing further declared if the 
present chaos in Germany remains 
unremedied there will be *110 gov­ 
ernment strong enough to carry out 
the peace terms.

Recommenda­ 
tion that navigation

Rhine be opened to all nations with­ 
out discrimination was made in the 
report to the peace conference by the 
commission on waterways .railways 
and ports today. It is suggested that 
the Rhone be controlled by a com­ 
mission similar to the Danube com­ 
mission. 
The status of the Kiel canal has 
been settled by the commission on a 
basis of free use for all nations for 
merchant vessels or warship in peace 
times. 
The canal would continue un­ 
der German ownership and operation. 
The question of fortifying the canal 
is left to the decision of military and 
naval experts.

ADA CHY SCHOOLS 


Superintendent s report for month 
ending Feb. 28: 
Hon. Board oi Education, Ada, Okla. 
■ Gentlemen: 
I befc to submit the following re­ 
port of the school affairs of Ada, In­ 
dependent School District No. 19, for 
I the month ending February 28th. 
At the close of the sixth month of 
; the current school year, I find all the 
schools in first rate working order. I 
have made close observations during 
the Ilion Ut and am personally highly 
pleas*d with the results I see. 
Without exception this has been 
the most trying school year in my 


I experience It seems that nothing has 
beeu left out of the category of hind­ 
rances and discouragements. Unfort­ 
unately, many good 
people 
forget 
about the difficulties peculiar to this 
year and demand of the schools re­ 
sults equal at least to the results they 
would have a right to expect and de- 
I raand under normal conditions 
I 
I believe, however, that you know the 
I facts in the case and that you will be 
pleased with the final results, if we 
• approximate what we should have at- 
i ta ned under normal conditions. Now’ 


that the flu has gone and war con-! 
ditions have in a measure past, we 
are facing increased attendance that 
demands immediate attention. 
This ; 
demand must be met if the schools 
of this city are to be maintained on j 
a basis of efficiency. 
It is wholly un­ 
fair to a teacher to give her 50 or 60 | 
children and demand of her the same j 
results that should be expected had 
she but 35. And yet the patron fre­ 
quently is not disposed to make al­ 
lowances. 
He pays taxes and de-; 
mands results and of course should j 
have results. It is often the case that 
a conscientious and competent teach­ 
er fails in her work under such con-! 
ditions through no fault of hers. 
I have checked up on the amount 
of work that has been done and on 
the amount that remains to be done 
this term. *1 find that it is possible 
to cover the remainder of the year’s 
work w ithout continuing the half day I 
work on Saturdays. 
I therefore rec-! 
ommend that the Saturday schedule 
be discontinued from the date of Feb­ 
ruary 28th. I believe that most of the I 
patrons will be pleased if this action j 
is taken because their children are 
needed more now’ at home than d u r-J 
ing the winter months. 
I want to 
congratulate you gentlemen upon the 
splendid w ay upon which you have I 
handled this rather delicate situation, j 
There has been no friction. 
On the . 
contrary with only one or two excep­ 
tions there has been, hearty support. ; 
The teachers, however, 'were delight-j 
ed to be relieved of the extra work, j 
This problem bas come up during 
the month. 
Certain patrons of the 
Glenwood district are resenting the: 
fact that three Mexican children have 
been enrolled in their school. I wish I 
to say these children were enroll- j 
ed by the principal anti the teachers 
in charge several days before I had 
any knowledge of their admission. It i 
is charged by some of the patrons of 
that ward that I refused to enroll i 
them in the south ward but forced 
them on the Glenwood ward, a state- | 
ment that is wholly untrue. 
I have J 
tried to-show’ these people that in the) 
eyes of the law’ these children are 
w’hite and have a right to attend the 
white schools of this city. Further­ 
more I have, I believe, convinced the 
reasonable patrons that neither the 
Board of Education nor myself have 
any right whatever to refuse to take 
such children in school or to dismiss 
them after their enrollment. 
As a matter of fact I have observ-; 
ed these children a number of times.! 
find them neat and apparently clean j 
and respectful and obedient in the! 
school room. 
Dr. 
Ross examined j 
them and has made his report to the 
hoard 
I failed to se** the justice of j 
the objections offered oy these pa­ 
trons. 
We have had Mexican chil­ 
dren in the schools of this city for 
several years and so far as I knew no 
objection lias ever been 
raised 
to 
their being admitted. Upon investi­ 
gation I find that other schools of the 
state have Mexican children enrolled 
in the white school. It is my opinion 
that if there were a sufficient num­ 
ber of them here a segregated school 
would be 
advisable, 
provided 
of 
course that they would he satisfied 
with such an arrangement. “We could 
not force them to attend a segregat­ 
ed school, however. 
On the contrary 
even if such a school were provided 
they could still demand admission in 
the white school if they wrere dis­ 
posed to do so. 
The report for the month ending { 
January 6th show’s a total 
enroll­ 
ment to date of 1,879 children and 
a total of 1,411 belonging and an av­ 
erage daily attendance of 1,2»>8. Dur­ 
ing th** month there were 749 cases 
of tatdiness. an average of about tw’o 
per pupil. There were 360 children 
in the schools who were neither tardy 
or absent during the month. Twenty-; 
one cases of corporal punishment are 
reported for th** month and eleven 
children are reported as brought in 
by th*' truant officer. This report is 
far from satisfactory; there are too 
many parents who are careless and ; 
ev* ii indifferent as to attendance and 
punctuality of their children. Some 
resent the punishment that comes to 
the lardy children. After all I wonder 
if we af*- not punishing the wrong 
party sometimes; if it really isn’t the 
parent’s fault and not the child. 
The H. S. V. r . S. is progressing 
ti ic eh as is also th*' physical training 
for lh*' girls. 
We are working out 
organizations here that may mean a 
great deal to th*' High School in the 
future. 
If our plans are carried out. 
we believe the attendance at high 
school next year. particularly the at­ 
tendance of the boys, will materially 
increase, 
I believe too the spirit this 
training fosters in the adolescent boy 


I and girl has a tendency toward hab­ 
its of respect, obedience and atten­ 
tion to business, habits that athletics 
as generally provided failed to culti­ 
vate in th** student body as a whole. 
These program of the work on the 
part of the High school deserve your 
careftil consideration as well as your 
frequent inspection.
